A pest that fatally afflicts animals, 


but not man, and has thus far been 
confined to central and southern Africa,' 
is the subject of a report to the Royal 
society, in England, by a committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the matter.

The tsetso fly sucks blood, as does the 


mosquito, and communicates its poison 
unintentionally 110 doubt just as rnoE- 
uuitoes are supposed to convey malarial 
poison into the veins of their victims. 
The mischief making agent in both in- 
stances appears to be a living organism, 
a iniciobf. characteristic in the one case 
of malarial fever and in tho other of the 
strange and fatal tsetse disease. Tho 
existence of the latter parasite was dis- 
covered by Surgeon Major Bruce several 
years ago, after a careful study of ihe 
-cturge. The fly is so abundant 
perniciously active in &ouie regions that 
they cannot bo inhabited by horses ;uid 
cattle. It is a curious fact, though, that 
man appears to be entirely unaffected 
by its bite. 


The groat advances made within the 


la«t few years in bacteriology natur.-.lly 
'utrgested to the Royal society imv.vti- 
j;ators a line of experiment from whioh, 
it tho outset, it was reasonable to ex- 
pect much. The first step was to obtain 
pecimens of the microbe, the next was

iecurely, the warp whizzed through the 
jook's hands until it was all played out 
and the- barrel buoy thrown overboard. 
a. dory was lowered away with a rush, 
awl .one ,of the men rowed off to haul 
the catch, while the schooner continued 
teri;eonrse on the lookout for another. 
•inhere were eight of us on board, in- 
cluding the skipper and the cook, and 
except myself all "down east" fisher- 
men who had hunted the swordfish for 
many seasons. The hold of our schoon- 
er was- filled wjth Jcc, and -we had 
fitted =with provisions enough to stay 
out a month if necessary in order to 
get a good load of fish. Most of the 
•wrtrdflsh that are taken on the New 
England coast come from 
George's 


Banks, a high ledge about 50 miles 
each way, covered by 30 or 40 fathoms 
of' water* whlph lies about 300 miles 
east of New York and is the great fish- 
Ing ground of the north Atlantic. The 
swordflsh make this their summer 
home, usually from about the middle 
of Junefto the middle of September. 


There are at least six places to be 


Blled on a vessel when catching sword- 
fish, and the average crew contains 
from 8 to 12 men. These must be a 
mastheadman, who watches for the 
fish as they swim along near the top of 
the water, their back and tall fins just 
above the surface, and whose work it 
Is when one has been sighted to call 
out directions to the man at the wheel 
so as to put the vessel close to the fish. 
Then there Is the striker, who stands 
on a email stand at the head of the 
bowsprit to iron the fish when it comes 
within reach. For this purpose he has 
a long pole with an iron pike on the 
end of it To the end of the pike Is at- 
tached a dnrt which in turn is fasten 
ed to a rope known as the warp. The 
warp, containing about 100 fathoms, is 
coiled up on the deck with its farther 
end made fast to a barrel buoy. In 
irouins a fish the dart Is thrust right 
through him, leaving it buttoned on the 
other side when the pole is drawn out. 


As soon ns a fish Is struck he heads 


for bottom, and it Is the work of the 
warp tender, who is commonly the 
cook, to pay off the warp carefully aud 
throw overboard the barrel buoy when 
it is all gone. Then a doryman rows 
out, 
picks up the barrel and hauls on 


his fish until he has tired him enough 
to pull him alongside of the dory, when 
he lances him in the gills, catches his 
tail with a gaff, runs a. strap around It 
and makes the fish fast to the dory un- 
til the schooner returns and hoists the 
catch aboard. 
In addition to these 


four places there must be a helmsman 
nnd a man to tend sheets. As most 
boats carry four dories, moreover, 
there must be hands enough to man all 
these at once If necessary, the dorymen 
who are -not otherwise engaged staying 
with the mastheadman on the foretop- 
mast,, which instead of having a sail Is 
rigged with a number of seats, the top 
one of which is known as the crow's 
nest 


Although we were always well fed, 


we, ate no fresh meat during the trip. 
Corned beef, salt horse, "chicken." ali- 
as smoked -herring, and slack salted 
codfish composed our bill of fare in this 
direction. We never cut a sworrlfish, 
and indeed when I asked one of the 
men who had been catching them for 
years what they tasted like he said he 
believed they were a good deal like hal- 
ibut^-bnt he had never eaten any. Of 
course1 'there Is sufficient reason for 
never cutting a swordfish in that the 
average" crew could hardly dispose of 
one-dwlttg an ordinary trip. It seemed 
ridiculous, however, that although we 
were on the finest cod and haddock 
grounds 'on the coast there was not a 
vestige of a hook or line on board with 
which we might have had fresh fish 
whenever we so elected. It was like 
going to the country to find that farm- 
ers .have no cream on the table and 
that their supply of fresh vegetables is 
oftenTlnferior to what you can get iu 
the city. 


3?h*nmasthoadman and the striker 


are* regarded as the two most impor- 
tant persons in swordfishing. 
They 


are the battery upon whom everything 
else depends. The work of the dory- 
man is the most novel and exciting, 
however. A respectable swordfish runs 
between '10 and 15 feet In length. 
weighing anywhere from 100 to COO 
pounds, and .it often takes several 
hours to tire him out, while there is al- 
•wayijtfi' chance that be may come up 
under -your dory and smash a hole 
through the Bottom with his sword or 
th*t ?(5« may be lost by the schooner 
Jn .tbtrihlck weather.— Boston Cor.

People ex- 
pect it, and never doubt that the sensa- 
tions of the imprisoned miner arc ac- 
curately pictured. But those who have 
had experience in rescuing colliers from 
living tombs'know that the men. do not 
always act in. the sentimental manner. 
Attributed to them. On the contrary, 
not A few of them facei their horrible 
death smilingly, refusing to give way 
to vain regrets and tears. 


When a great mass of coal fell in a 


northern pit, completely blocking up 
the side passages, 20 men and boys were 
trapped in a remote part of the work- 
ings. To dig these unfortunate fellows 
out a relief pairty worked jnadly, but 
the coal was hard, and at the close of 
the first day the tearful women at the 
pit brow were still waiting for news. 
Another day passed-without good tid- 
ings, and it was not, until the third 
morning,-that a faint 'bamming sound 
filtered through the frowning blockade 
of coal. "They're alive," shrieked one 
of the party, "and singing hymns to 
show -their faith 1" 
' - < > 


After that all worked with redoubled 


energy, straining their ears meanwhile 
to catch the chanting of the under- 
ground choir. It soon became evident, 
however, that the .miners were not 
singing at all They were laughing and 
shouting like children, and the familiar 
cry of "Duck's off!" was clearly heard 
by the anxious rescuers. Two more 
honrs of superhuman effort followed, 
and then the black partition gave way, 
revealing the pale and haggard miners 
iu the very act of playing a game dear 
to the collier's heart. ' 'Hello, lads! We 
didn't expect to see ye!" laughed one 
of them, stooping to replace the lump 
of coal which served as the "duck." 
"Ah, reckon ye'll stop an hev a game 
wi" us afore we go back"" And the half 
famished men and boys actually insist- 
ed on finishing the game before they 
would allow themselves to be taken to 
the shaft. 


After a very similar accident in an- 


other colliery the relief party did nol 
'get through the coal in time to be of 
service, and five sturdy miners were 
found dead behind the cruel barrier 
That they had died coolly and fearless- 
ly, though, was beyond question, for on 
the damp floor were scores of little mar- 
b'es made from compressed coal dust, 
trnd two of the men were lying at ful 
length with their fists screwed up ready 
to fillip. Their wan faces smiled even 
in death, and this touching proof oi 
their unfailing optimism brought teare 
to the eyes of every one who entered 
the pit 


Falls of coal and floods are terrible 


catastrophes, but the average collioi 
fears an explosion of fire damp most o: 
all , One occurred not so very long ago 
in a little Midland pit, and 15 good mer 
and true were shut off from the cage b; 
tons upon tons of coal. The anxious 
crowd at the pit mouth waited unti 
the foul gas had been cleared from th 
cutting and then began their work o 
rescue, with little hope of saving thei 
mates from the suffocating fumes of thi 
fire damp. Progress was rapid, however, 
and before long the relief party got into 
the narrow passage. 


Here they saw a sight which fairly 


made them gasp, for the 15 colliers were 
on the floor, some of them dead and 
others sitting up and uneoncernedlj 
singing comic songs. A little farther or. 
was a football, improvised from the 
colliers' shirts and caps and bearing un- 
mistakable signs of recent and rough 
nao. "Wo thowt as long as we'd got to 
doe we'd dee kickin," explained one of 
the survivors, ' 'so we rigged up a foot-

tions. The originals are worn only un- 
der 
circumstances 
where detection 


would be easy and where the danger of 
accidental loss ig reduced to a mini- 
mum. 
But on tho stage and under 


other conditions where there is more 
or less danger of carelessness or mis- 
change the paste substitutes are used. 


It is even alleged that women in pri 


vate life, harassed by fear of burglars 
and tired of having detectives follow 
them about on occasions when they 
wear precious stones 
whose value 


amounts to hundreds of thousands ot 
dollars, also resort to this device, secnr 
ing peace of mind by sending their real 
jewels to a safety <lepositg)vault and 
wearing clever imitations at receptions, 
theaters and balls 


To the jeweler the word "paste 


means glass 
Sometimes one hears this 


material 
called 
"whitestone" 
or 


"strass.*1 but these are terms employee 
by the trade alone and not iu talking 
with a customer They apply only to 
imitations of diamonds The business 
of making jewels is at least two cen 
tnries old. Some of the accounts of the 
invention of strass say that it was 
known in Strassbnrg as long ago as> 
1680 
One authority attributes the 


name to the city where it first made ith 
appearance and another to the man 
who devised it, Josef Strasser 
The 


word "rhinestone" is also employed to 
describe the same article and is nu al- 
lusion to the great stream on which the 
paste diamond made its debut How- 
ever, "rhinestone" is applied to largo 
specimens, such as are suitable for 
clasps and buckles, and are so enor- 
mous that no one could possibly inis- 
ake them for diamonds, 
whereas 


/"paste" is used to designate an imita- 
'tioif jewel, of about the same composi- 
tion as the rhinestone. but small enough 
to look like a real stone. 


A number of formulas hnve been de- 


vised in order to produce a glass of the 
right hardness, brilliancy and purity 
The Jewelers' Circular recently gave » 
number of them and remarked at tlie 
same time that for a centnry or more 
no.book on glass was considered com- 
plete without a chapter on imitation 
jewels Even for making "paste" thert 
is a variety of methods and mixtures, 
and to produce good likenesses of ruhies. 
emeralds, amethysts and other colored 
stones the composition must be different 
from any of these 


To a certain extent the jewelry trade 


recognizes this industry as legitimate 
That is to say, there are dealers in 
Maiden lane who unhesitatingly adver- 
tise "real and imitation stones " I! 
you go in avid ask to see stock, you are 
asked without hesitation or disguise 
whether you want to examine the real 
article or an imitation. 


Moreover, there are numerous houses, 


notably in Providence and AttleboiO. 
which manufacture earrings, finger 
rings, shirt studs, brooches, belts, buc- 
kles, clasps and other articles in various 
grades of gold and s«t with imitation 
jewels. None of the latter are made in 
America 
They are all imported. But 


the mounting is done here and without 
apparent intent to deceive, at least so 
far as the manufacturer is concerned 
The retailer who buys from him is not 
Eocied. He goes into the transaction 
with his eyes open. Perhaps for adver- 
tisiag purposes the manufacture): gives 
to his glass diamond a fancy name, like 
"The Dewey Brilliant," "Tho Evening 
Star," "The Cigarette," "The Melba' 
or "The Kimberley." but he does not 
lie about its character* 


Most of the cheaper imitations come 


from B country famous for its other 
glassware. Bohewiia. 
But the better 


ones are made in the Jura region of

cut, and the quality of the cutting

Whether a- luxury diminishes 


trial efficiency depends on what tort of 
a luxury it is and what sort of an in- 
dividual is using it. Because somo lux- 
uries are bad we should not leap to the 
conclusion that all luxuries are to be 
condemned. The economist who indicts 
luxury on tho ground that it makes 
men lazy loses sight entirely of the ef- 
fect of the prospect of luxury in making 
men work. If luxury itself tends to 
slacken tho energies of individuals, the 
desire for luxury tends to quicken their 
energies. The second tendency is at 
least as strong as the first. I am in- 
clined to believe it the stronger. Men 
would probably work less rather than 
moro if, the prospect of luxury were 
taken away A very powerful motive to 
industrial activity wonld thus \>a do 
stroyed.—F. Spencer Baldwin.

One might laugh heartily at 
such vagaries as these were it not that 
the ead condition of mind which prompt- 
ed them forbids any semblance of mirth. 


Iu a large asylum in the Midlands 


there was a lunatic who believed that 
be had been confined in the establish- 
ment unjustly, and he would constantly 
assert that ho was as sane as the doctors 
themselves. One day, feeling somewhat 
indisposed, he resolved to make his 
will, and after many hours' work he 
produced an elaborate document, by 
which ho devised his property to the 
commissioners of lunacy to enable them 
to engage a large staff of men for the 
purpose of visiting asylums with a view 
to diecpvoriug whether any sarie pa- 
tients were retained there. 


Ho declared that the staff of people 


appointed for the work of visiting in- 
sane establishments was "not adequate 
for the work, and that if a proper body 
of men were engaged there would bo 
lefej chance of sane individuals being 
kept in durance vile. This legacy cer- 
tainly seemed reasonable enough, and it 
was indeed far more reasonable than the 
testator whose peculiar delusion was 
that ho was tho pope of Rome. 


When lunatics' wills take a more 


sensible shape, they are chiefly distin- 
guished by their disproportionatenesz. 
A certain insane patient, when making 
his will, left several thousands of 
pounds to his mother-in-law (a person 
whom, by the way, ho had dislikel 
heartily when iu the laud of tho sane), 
ami the sum of 6d. to his brother, to 
whom he had been devoted.

The following incident of the great 


civil war was related by the late Presi- 
dent E. B. Hayes while en route from 
Chicago to Indianapolis in the fall of 
1870: 


"1 have frequently been asked," said 


General Hayes, "to tell the most thrill- 
ing experience that occurred to me dur- 
ing the four years ii the volunteer 
army. It was in 1864 that the Army 
of West Virginia tried to capture 
Lynchbnrg, Ya., but General Lee rap- 
idly sent a'heavy force to drive us back, 
and it was thought best to fall Ijack to 
the Kanawba valley, where food and 
clothing could be bad, and then go by 
the railways to Winchester again. 


"General Jubal Early's army was 


pressing our forces at every point, and 
I was ordered by General George Crook, 
who commanded the division, to check 
the enemy until our wagon trains and 
artillery could get out of the way. A 
gap was chosen in the mountains, two 
or three regiments were ordered to 
build a barricade across the road in tho 
gap, one regiment was sent up the 
mountain on the right and another on 
tho left of the gap to protect the flanks. 
These regiments selected were us accur- 
ate in firing as riflemen could be. 


"It was dark by the time all these

One day, on his way to the executive 


mausiou, Colfax came upon an old man 
jast outside the capital grounds, look- 
ing bo dejected and miserable that the 
pcnial spvaker stopped and spoke to 
him. 
The old man 'begged for aid in 


getting au audience with the president, 
ns BO far ull bis efforts had been un- 
availing—and adcled that it was a case 
of life iiiiddtmtb. Colfax, moved by the 
old man's distress, brought him, trem- 
bling with conflicting hope and fear, 
directly into the great and kindly pres- 
ence. Without wasting a moment upon 
preliminaries, the petitioner plunged in- 
to the heart of his trouble—an old story 
now grown sadly familiar to the presi- 
dent's ear. 
Briefly, his sou had been 


sentenced to death for having slept at 
bis post. He had relieved a sick com- 
rade tho night before, and overworn 
nature bad succumbed. Lincoln listen- 
ed, all tho kindness of his great heart 
reflected iu bis eyes, but be bad already 
issued so many pardons for this offense 
that it was beginning to havo a de- 
moralizing influence upon n moat im- 
portant part of the service, and con- 
gress bad tbonght best to give tlio po\v 
er of confirming the death sentence di- 
rcotly to tbo generals in chnrgo. lu this 
particular case, too, Butlur bad written 
the president strenuously urging him to 
turn a deaf oar to any one- pleading for 
tbo cffcndol'e pardon, ns tho discipline- 
of bis army absolutely rmjuired nn ejc- 
amplo.
